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The special object of this work is to help the 
private worship of those English Church people 
whose spiritual temperament is rather sober 
than ecstatic, and who cannot be quite real in 
the use of the highly-coloured expressions of 
glowing feeling, or of the antiquated phraseology, 
which others find delightful and edifying. 

The still waters of their devotion run too deep 
for the picturesque channels which commend 
themselves to more impulsive souls. 

The materials have been mainly collected 
from the ancient liturgies and the old devotional 
writers. For those of modem origin which have 
been taken from other authors, the compiler 
offers his thanks, and especially to the Bishop of 
Bedford; the Rev. W. E. Scudamore; the Rev. 
R. M. Benson; the Rev. Canon Bright; the 
Superior of the Sisterhood of East Grinstead 
(for extracts from Dr. Neale^s " Virgin's Lamp ") ; 
Mr. Hodges, the publisher of "The Narrow 
Way;" and the proprietors of the Hymns* at 
the end of the collection.

OLORD, we beseech Thee, absolve Thy 
people from their offences ; that through 
Thy bountiful goodness we may ail be delivered 
from the bands of those sins, which hy our 
frailty we have committed: Grant this, O 
heavenly Father, for Jesus Christ's sake, our 
blessed Lord and Saviour. Amen.

No. 2. 

O BEING above all beings, O uncreated 
Nature, Thou Framer of the whole world ! 
I set Thee, Lord, before me, I lift up my soul 
unto Thee, I fall down on my knees and worship 
Thee, I humble myself under Thy mighty Hand, 
I stretch forth my hands unto Thee. I smite 
upon my breast, and say with the publican, God 
be merciful unto me a sinner ! To me, altogether 
a sinner ! To me, the chief of sinners ! To me, 
a greater sinner than the publican, be merciful 
as to the publican ! O Father of mercies, I 
beseech Thee, by Thy Fatherly bowels of com- 
passion, despise me not ! — the work of Thy 
hands.

General Conclusion of Self-Examination 

and Confession. 

HAVE I gone to the bottom of the mischief? 
have I brought out the whole burden of 
sin ? Do I believe I am forgiven ? and going to 
amend ? so that my conscience is really quiet ? 
Or have I done all that I can do, and still require 
further comfort or counsel for some secret grief 
or trouble ? 

And if your answer be, " / have hardly done 
all I can doi^ then set to work again bravely to 

D2 
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do it. But if you really think that you can do 
no more by yourself^ and your conscience is not 
honestly quiet ^ either because (i) you do not, 
know how to do the work; or (2) there is some 
tangle^ in which you cannot see the line between 
right and wrong, leaving a gap in the work of 
repentances or (3) you do not believe God has 
entirely forgiven you; or (4) a wretched self- 
esteem taints it all; then GO to some discreet 
AND LEARNED PRIEST, and make your full 
confession in his presence, that he may superin- 
tend it and put you right, and finally give you 
the comfort of absolution. 

Also, if in any crisis of spiritual difficulty 
you want counsel and guidance — inasmuch as 
the physician of the soul must know his patienfs 
disease and constitution, and not m,erely those 
symptoms which you may think sufficient to give 
him the requisite knowledge — go to a priest, 
and make confession in his hearing; and when

O Lord our Redeemer, Who ever maketh 
intercession for us, I humbly entreat Thee to 
present my prayers and praises refined and per- 
fumed with the incense of Thy most pure and 
perfect intercession. 

O Lord our Sanctifier, quicken my knowledge 
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of myself, make me to see and hate my sins, 
enlighten my mind to enter fully into the wor- 
ship of Thy Church ; grant me capacity to 
receive the full benefit of this means of grace, 
and to show forth the fruits thereof in my daily 
life. 

O holy, blessed, and glorious Trinity, have 
mercy on me a great sinner ! hide my imperfect 
service in the united voice of Thy holy Church 
throughout the world, that I may worthily join 
in glorifying the holy Name of the eternal, in- 
visible King I Amen.

''This do in Remembrance of Me.*' 

The object of this Mystery is the making Me- 
mortal of the Lord Jesus Christ to the Father 
Which is in heaven. 

To do this acceptably we must have a lively 
sense of the Person and Character of Him Whom 
we commemorate* We must therefore kindle in 
our hearts a holy admiration of His Goodness 
revealed to us in the great acts whereby He hath 
manifested Himself to the world. We must 
quicken our thankful remembrance of His Com- 
ing in the flesh to do the will of the Father^ to 
put away sin by the sacrifice of Himself to 
make us partakers of Himself His holiness^ 
His Divine nature, 

OLORD God, Almighty Father, in glad 
obedience to this command of Thy 
Blessed Son, I humbly unite myself with all 
saints in Thy holy Church to make the Me- 
morial of Him, which He hath willed us to 
make. Open Thou the eyes of my heart that I 
may see Him as He hath manifested Himself 
in His Incarnation, in His blessed Passion, 
mighty Resurrection, and glorious Ascension. 
Help me, O Lord, by Thy Holy Spirit, to 
know Him and His Goodness, that I may not 
offend Thee in making memorial of Him, that 
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in ail reverence and thankfulness I may make 
mention of His righteousness, even His only. 

This Act of Memorial is the highest Act of 
the Churches worship. 

And inasmuch as the Lord yesus hath chiefly 
manifested Himself in loving devotion of Him- 
self to the Father, our memorial worship hath 
always been directed to exhibit that loving self- 
devotion. This was commanded to be done by the 
solemn Sacrifices of the old Covenant^ and is still 
commanded to be done by way of SA crifice. In 
the Mystery of the Holy Eucharist we offer Bread 
and Wine to God, by the hands of the priest, 
as a sacrifice. Andthisoutwardsacrifice is a sign 
andpledge of an inward sacrifice^ viz. theoffering 
ourselves, our souls and bodies, in imitation and 
representation of the Lords offering of Himself 
This is our reasonable, holy, and lively sacrifice. 
We make resolutions of future service, and offer 
them, giving ourselves to be a spiritual sacrifice 
acceptable to God by Jesus Christ. And we offer 
our past service, such as it is, for the praise of 
God, as the sacrifice of praise which we offer 
to God continually, the fruit of our lips, viz. 
the fulfilment of promises of service made in 
Baptism, Confirmation, and former Eucharists. 
We offer this our sacrifice through the priest, as 
the deputy of the unseen High Priest, and there- 
fore really through Christ Himself, as a sweet 
savour of Christ unto God, in memorial of Him, 
Who as the second Adam gave Himself, from 
Bethlehem to Gethsemane, an offering and a 
sacrifice to God for a sweet-smelling savour. 

OGOD and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, I desire to be a sweet savour of 
rhrist unto Thee. O let me not savour the 
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things which be of men ! I desire to exhibit 
and display to Thee His life living in me, by 
imitating what He did, doing like as He did. 
Thou hast called me to the fellowship of Thy 
Son, I pray Thee by Thy faithfulness to ac- 
cept me as a member incorporate in His 
Mystical Body. Permit me now, in the power 
of His life, to say with Him, "Not my will, 
but Thine, be done." Oh for the wretched- 
ness of my sacrifice ! Oh that I should be 
permitted, invited, commanded, to bring my- 
self before Thee in commemoration of my 
Lord! 

We offer ourselves, not singly^ but as members 
of the One Body of Christ We all contribute 
to the united act of the whole Church offering 
herself in memorial of her Lord, 

THANKS be to Thee, O God, for this proof 
and seal of my adoption, that Thou dost 
allow me to bear a part in this act of Thy 
Church, which my Lord hath purchased with 
His Blood, which He loveth and cherisheth as 
a man doth his own flesh. Oh, may my in- 
dividual offering be hidden in the great oblation 
of the Catholic Church I May it be accepted 
in her sacrifice of thanksgiving, in her grateful 
acknowledgment of His wonderful and glorious 
self-devotion ! 

Secondly y after we have done our party in 
OFFERING sacrifice, then God graciously per- 
forms His party in the consumption of the 
sacrifice, which He hcts accepted through Christ. 

Outwardly, God gives backy by the hands of 
His priests, to be consumed by the worshippers, 

£ 
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the Bread and Wine which has been offered to 
Him, He does this as a sacrament^ i.e. He 
therein imparts an inward and spiritual gift. 
He invites the members of Christ who have 
joined in offering the memorial of their Head, 
to come up to His Board, to enter into higher 
communion with Him, to share with Him His 
ineffable satisfaction in accepting the Offering of 
the whole Mystical Body, to receive back from 
Him, not only what they have brought, but in- 
finitely more. He will not separate the scLcrifice 
of the Body from that inestimable Offering of 
the Head of which it is the memorial. In this 
holy mystery He gives us Christ Himself, the 
true Bread from heaven. He renews the bap- 
tismal Gift, He revives in us the Life of the 
Son, the second Adam, that we may live by 
Him, even as He lives! by the Father. 

OLORD and heavenly Father, what am I 
to come to Thy holy Table for such a 
Gift as this? All that I can bring, all that 
the whole Church can bring, is as nothing 
compared with that which Thou dost now 
offer us. 

Oh, let the sacred Body and Blood of my 
Lord and Saviour so strengthen and refresh 
His life in me, that henceforth the natural 
man may be powerless, that I may live en- 
tirely devoted to Thee. 

I humbly bow down myself before my Lord 
present with us in Body, Soul, and Spirit, in 
His Divine and Human Nature, one Christ. 
Blessed be He that cometh in the Name of 
the Lord ! 

"Moreover, the unity of the Churches offering 
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to God is maintained in the unity of God's Gift 
to the Church, In giving us to eat of the one 
Bread, and to drink of the one Cup, He recog- 
nises us individually as belonging to the Mystical 
Body, He places us in closest communion with 
the whole Church militant and at rest. 

We communicate with one another in recep- 
tion, as we did previously in oblation, 

IN brotherly kindness and perfect charity 
with all men, I come to Thy altar, O God, 
to be in communion with the Body of Christ as 
well as with Himself and Thee. Away with all 
irritation and anger ! May I be perfectly recon- 
ciled with my brethren before I come to offer 
my gift. May this communion be a seal of my 
acceptance in the Body of Christ, an assurance 
of my place in the blessed company of the faith- 
ful 

And for the whole of this awful privi- 
lege of access to the majesty of God— for the 
first part, wherein we present ourselves in 
contribution to the memorial made to the 
Father of His Son — and for the second Part, 
wherein God gives us the very Body and Blood 
of Christ our Lord— for alf, we must prepare 
ourselves individually by cleansing ourselves 
diligently from all taint of unrepented and un- 
forgiven sin and uncharitableness, which would 
mar our offering, and would render us abso- 
lutely unworthy to receive the Gift of God, 

OLORD our heavenly Father, I bow 
down myself before Thy throne to ac- 
knowledge my utter, but not hopeless, un- 
worthiness of this double honoun I know 
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that every sacrifice must be without blemish. 
I come to Thee now to pray and beseech 
Thee to cleanse me, to heal me, to perfect 
me to be without blemish of uncleanness and 
sin. I know that none must come to Thy 
festival except in the wedding garment of a 
conscience cleared and quiet. I come to 
Thee now for pardon, and absolution, and 
peace ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

I solemnly plead His Death and Passion, 
His Atonement for the sins of the whole 
world, as the universal sin-offering, without 
which I dare not appear before Thee with my 
offering of thanksgiving. I beseech Thee now 
to accept me as ransomed by His life ; to see 
Him in me crucified and dead unto sin: and 
then, O Father, do Thou so conform me to 
His image by the Gift of His Body and Blood, 
that Thou mayest see Him in me offering Him- 
self acceptably to do Thy will, O God.

Blessed be the man that provideth for the 
sick and needy : the Lord shall deliver him in 
the time of trouble.
